Tucker Says He Wants 
Each One to Under- 
stand St. Louis’s 
Plight in Case of Spe- 
cial Session. 


The St. Louis city administra- 
tion’s campaign to win legisla- 
tive support for continuation of 
the city’s vital earnings tax will 
be carried to all members of 
the Missouri General Assembly, 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker an- 
nounced today. 


. The Mayor said he wanted all 
outstate legislators to be fully 
informed about the city’s press- 
ing financial problems in case 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly calls a 
special session of the Legislature 
to act on the important St. Louis 
revenue measure. 


Meanwhile, Gov. Donnelly has 
taken under consideration the 
city’s urgent request for a spe- 
cial session, following a three- 
hour conference with Tucker in 
Jefferson City yesterday. 


Further Talks Possible. 


Donnelly said he wanted to 
study data on St. Louis fiscal 
matters, which were submitted 
to him yesterday by Tucker, It 
is possible, he added, that he 
will have further discussions 
with Tucker before reaching a 
decision. No date for another 
meeting was set, however. 

After the conference, the May- 
or said he was pleased with his 
meeting with the Governor. He 
told reporters he was impressed 
by Donnelly’s “understanding 
and receptive attitude,” and re- 
ported that “we were aware of 
each other’s problems.” 

Tucker said he hoped the ma- 
terial he left with Donnelly will 
“aid the Governor in reaching 
the decision that we belive is 
so necessary ‘to the future wel- 
fare of St. Louis.” 

The present earnings tax, 
which is bringing in about 
$8,000,000 a year, will expire 
next April unless the Legis- 
lature meets in special session 
and extends the city’s authority 
to levy the tax. If a special ses- 
sion is not called, the tax ex- 
tension bill cannot be considered 
until the next regular session in 
1955. 

Up to Governor. 


Only the Governor has the 
power to bring the General 
Assembly back to work for a 
special 60-day session, If he 
calls an extra session, the As- 
sembly can consider only those 
matters specified by him: 

It has been reported that Don- 
nelly has hesitated calling a spe- 
cial session without some assur- 
ances that St. Louis legislators 
are united in support of the 
tax extension measure, and that 
outstate opposition will not 
block its enactment. 

Five of the present six St. 
Louis: state Senators have indi- 
cated they will support the pro- 
posal in the form the city ad- 
ministration wants it: State Sen- 
ator Robert Pentland, however, 
has insisted that the tax meas- 
ure provide mandatory exemp- 
tions for individual taxpayers 
and their dependents, a proposal 
opposed by the sponsors, 

No serious opposition has been 
reported among the city’s 18 
state representatives. 

Defeated in Senate. 


A bill to extend the tax was 
defeated in the State Senate 
during the regular session earlier 
this year, when opponents adopt- 
ed a crippling amendment to 
exempt non-residents who work 
in the city from paying the tax. 

This would defeat one of the 
principal purposes of the meas- 
ure—that of requiring non-resi- 
dents to pay a small tax to reim- 
burse the city for services they 
use in earning their livelihood 
in the city.

Alpine experts said the glacier 
which engulfed its victim long 
ago had gradually withdrawn, 
freeing Schweighofer’s 
from its icy tomb.

The medical school also will 
“advise and assist” in the selec- 
tion of full-time heads of the 
medical and surgical depart- 
ments, largest in the hospital, 
the letter stated. “If the full- 
time heads selected are accept- 
able to the school of medicine, 
they will be appointed to pro- 
fessorial rank in the schools,” 
Einstein added. 


Some Opposition. 


The proposal to affiliate the

versity. Reports of the hospital's 
board of directors, however, have 
stressed that present physicians 
will be allowed to remain on the 
hospital staff.

Matthews sai 
recommend thd#t the county in- 
vest any money to combine the 
two fields. He said he felt that 
the city, which already has a 
large investment in Lambert- 
St. Louis Field, is the proper 
agency to develop a secondary 
airport. 

However, as a step toward com- 
bining the airports, he recom- 
mended that the St. Louis Coun- 
ty Council confer with the Mis- 
souri State Highway Commis- 
sion on possible relocation of 
United States Highway 66, 
which now separates the fields. 

New Bridge Planned. 

The State Highway Depart- 
ment has made plans for an 
additional bridge across’ the 
Meramec river about 100 feet 
south of the present crossing at 
Sylvan Beach, Matthews said, in 
order to relieve traffic conges- 
tion at that point. Both bridges 
would function as one-way struc- 
tures. 

If, as a part of this project, 
the department agreed to swing 
Highway 66 about one half mile, 
either to the south or north, the 
two airports could be consoli- 
dated, Matthews continued. The

TEHRAN, Sept. 9 (AP)—The 
newspaper Farman, quoting “an 
informed source,” said today ex- 
Premier Mohammed Mossadegh 
will have a public trial. 

Mossadegh, an extremist na- 
tionalist who also was supported 
by the Communists, was ousted 
Aug. 19 by supporters of the 
Shah who installed Gen. Fazol- 
lah Zahedi in his place. The ex- 
Premier is charged with a series 
of misdeeds both while in office 
and since his overthrow. 

Mossadegh is undergoing pre- 
liminary questioning at a Teh- 
ran prison. Military lawyers 
were reported drafting the for- 
mal charges he must face before 
a court martial. 

(United Press quoted a gov- 
ernment spokesman, Amid 
Nouri, as saying the new gov- 
ernment has established that 
Mossadegh caused a loss of 
more than $2,000,000 to Iran’s 
treasury by licensing firms to 
export rice. One license went 
to a firm operated by Mossa-

firm. 

The firm, Charles Pfizer & 
Co. of New York, asked the Pre- 
mier to use 18,000 ampules of 
the drug in the fight against 
tuberculosis in Greenland, Den- 
mark's huge Arctic island. This 
quantity is equivalent to one 
year’s supply for Greenland.

NEW CHEMICALS CUT 
AGTION OF VIRUSES 


Research Points Way to 
Possible Cure of Human 
} Diseases.

CHICAGO, Sept. 9—Chemi- 
cals that stop or slow the action 
of viruses that cause polio, 
mumps, measles, influenza and 
a. dozen other diseases were 
déscribed yesterday as possible 


préventives and cures for these | 


ailments. 

However, the virus experts 
who reported their animal, egg 
arid test tube experiments to the 
American Chemical Society’s na- 
tional meeting emphasized that 
the chemicals are not powerful 
enough for treating man. 

The findings point out the 
trail to be followed in the dis- 
covery of other effective anti- 
virus agents, which the scien- 
tists predicted may be just over 
the horizon. 

The experimenters did report 
that. there are now about 10 
classes of chemicals that have 
be@n used to stop the disease- 
producing propensity of viruses, 
the tiniest bundle of proteins 
known to have life-like qualities. 

in a few cases animals were 
cured of the virus disease while 
in’ others the chemicals pro- 
longed the life of the creatures. 
In test tube experiments, the 
chemicals stopped the multipli- 
cation of viruses feding on a 
piece of growing human tissue. 
Similar effects were noticed in 


gEs. 

So far the chemicals are high- 
ly ‘specific in nature, one chem- 
ical for each type of virus. The 
scientists are looking for a 
chemical which would be effec- 
tive against all viruses. 

Dr. I. W. McLean Jr. of 
Paftke Davis and Co. said that 
the scientists were hopeful of 
fiiding general anti-virus chem- 
icals because there is at least 
one virus—that of parrot fever 
—which is susceptible of treat-

G.I. IS ACCUSED 
OF HITTING SWEDE 
ON TRUCE TEAM 


SEOUL, Sept. 9 (AP)—The 
Army announced today a United 
States enlisted man had been 
charged with striking a Swedish 
member of a neutral nations in- 
spection team and would be 
tried by a special court. The 
Communists called it a “shock- 


ing and infuriating incident.” 
The mame and rank of the 
soldier were not released nor 
was the name of the Swedish 
officer involved made public. 


The Communists tried to make 
an issue of it at today’s meet- 
‘ing in Panmunjom of the Mili- 
tary Armistice Commission. But 
Maj. Gen. Sven Grafstrom, chief 
of the Swedish group on the 
Neutral Nations Supervisory 
Commission, said tonight he con- 
sidered the incident “closed.” 

The Swedish officer was a 


member of a neutral nations 
team which inspects ports of 
entry in both North and South 
Korea to see that military rein- 
forcements are not brought into 
Koea in violation of the truce. 
A spokesman for the Korean 
communications zone at Taegu, 
said the incident occurred there 
several days ago.

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ITALY NOISIER THAN U.S. 
CITIES, FRITZ REINER SAYS 


NEW YORK, Sept. 9 (AP)—A 
traveler from Italy today hailed 
the comparative peace and tran- 
quillity of New York and Chi- 
cago. . 

The unaccustomed pats on the 
back for the two American 


cities came from Dr. Fritz Rei- 


ner, conductor of the Chicagd 
Symphony Orchestra, as he re- 
turned on the Italian 
Andrea Doria. 


“Italy is a country of class! 
beauty, but its peace, tranquillf- 
ty and restfulness are gone,” he 
told reporters. “Italy today is 
the noisiest country in the world 
—much worse than Chicago or 
New York.” 

The chief cause, he said, is 
automobiles and motorcycles 
with open exhausts. 
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human

The reports were read by Dr. 
Virginia Wuerthele-Case, Dr. 
Eleanor Alexander-Jackson, Dr. 
W. L. Smith, and Dr. G. A. 
Clark, all associated with Presby- 
terian Hospital, Newarls, N.J. 

They said their study of can- 
cer induced in white mice and 
guinea pigs “has led to the con- 
cept that cancer does not consist 
of a localized tumor alone.” 

Instead, they pictured it as 
a generalized disease caused by 
an organism inthe human blood 
stream. It is present in almost 
all animal life, including human 
beings, the group declared. 

Generally it is held in check 
by immune bodjes built up by 
the individual. Tumors and 
other signs of cancer ap- 
pear when the balance is de- 
stroyed by irritations or other 
outside causes, the papers said. 

The work is admittedly pre- 
liminary in nature, and some 
of the other scientists attending 
the session were inclined to 
look upon the report with con- 
siderable reserve. 3 

The New Jersey doctors said 
the micro-organism has been 
isolated from blood and tumors 
of “hundteds” of cancer patients 
and animals. They did not de- 
fine the exact methods, 

‘“‘While normal carriers of this 
organism are found, 100 per 
cent of blood from patients with 
cancer have given positive cul- 
ture in a special broth,” they 
reported. 

When the germ is injected in 
mice and guinea pigs, the ani- 
mals later develop cancer, they 
said.

The St. Louis research spe-_| 
cialist said the increase in the | 
age level in the United States 
was one reason cancer is more 
prevalent in this country than | 
in other countries where the) 
age level] is lower. | 

“If we could compare races of | 
human beings having cancers| 
with others never having any | 
cancer, this might be helpful,” 
Dr. Cowdry said, “but all races 
in all climates have cancer.” 

“And if we were permitted to 
discover why cancers originat-'| 
ing in particular parts of the 
body are so much more frequent 
in certain geographical areas 
than in others, we would be in 
a favorable position to begin to 
specify the conditions that pro- 
mote cancer development.” 

As an example of differences 
in cancer iagidence, Dr. Cowdry 
said there a high percentage 
of skin cancers in Dallas, and a 
much lower percentage of cases 


In Philadelphia, Detroit and 
Pittsburgh the percentage of di- 
gestive cancers is much larger 
than that of skin cancers, he 
said.

sure it would fire — but they 
couldn't guarantee success. Now 
a machine developed by the 
Stuart F, Lochheim Engineer- 
ing Co. of Philadelphia will 
handle the testing chores and 
do the work in three minutes. 

How does it work? Well, the 
operator of this machine places 
the torpedo in the holder part 
of the machine, He pushes the 
starter button and tiny mag- 
netic fingers start probing the 
working parts of the torpedo’s 
exploder mechanism. The im- 


pulses are relayed through some 
1000 wires to the instrument’s 
panel where a series of lights 
show how the test is going. 

After three minutés the ma- 
chine shuts itself off automat- 
ically and a buzzer tells the 
technician that it’s time for him 
to work. From a slot on the 
side of the machine pops a card, 
like those used to punch time 
clocks, with holes in it. 

By reading the location of the 
holes on the card the techni- 
cians can tell if the torpedo is

Returning From Coronation. 


Akihito has spent the summer 
in Europe.

Off Limits 

Like the armed forces, the United States 
Foreign Service has been marked with a kind 
of invisible sign: Politics, keep out. Now it 
seems that the new State Department's security 
officer, R. W. Scott McLeod, would take down 
the sign. ‘ 

McLeod made a pointed speech recently to 
an American Legion meeting in Topeka, Kan. 
As reported by Wallace .R. Deuel, McLeod 
talked of “re-educating” the State Department's 
“second, third and fourth echelons of employes,” 
which means career diplomats. And he added: 


Sometimes it is extremely difficult, be- 
cause of the Civil Service Act, the Vet- 
erans’ Preference Act, and the Foreign 
Service Act, to replace an individual whose 
viewpoint does not coincide with that of 
the Republican party. 


The implication is that career diplomats had 
better find out quickly just what is the Re- 
publican viewpoint. Is it the viewpoint of 
President Eisenhower, whose foreign policy has 
sometimes required Democratic support in Con- 
gress? Is it the view of the McCarthy-Jenner 
crowd? Is ft merely the view of Scott Me- 
Leod, who was appointed to appease that ele- 
ment of his party? The second, third and fourth 
echelons may have trouble re-educating them- 
selves among such diverse viewpoints. 

But the significant thing in McLeod's speech 
is the implicit denial that politics stops at the 
water’s edge. He attacks the diplomatic service 
with the attitude of a ward heeler. 

If McLeod's statement were to stand as 
policy, it would take the career out of a career 
service. A diplomat would know that his long 
service, devotion to duty, specialized experience 
and objective reporting of events abroad would 
count far less than some undefined political 
point of view. Such a career, subject to such 
political termination, might not be worth much 
to the State Department. 

Hence the McLeod speech suggests a radical 
change in the instrument of our foreign pol- 
icy and could do grave harm to it. The State 
Department and the White House should dis- 
avow the brash words spoken in Topeka.

ready to conclude a deal with Franco Spain for 
air bases. There have been other such reports 
during the 16 months of talks in Madrid. 

The very length of the negotiations indicates 
a cautious kind of alliance, cautiously arrived 
at, and with thorough justification. 

This country has not forgotten that Dictator 
Franco was the fast friend of Hitler and Mus- 
solini before and during World War II, until 
he grew more circumspect. He aided, abetted 
and survived them. Even today the Spanish 
Fascist newspaper Arriba sneers at American 
democracy, and our allies’ distrust of Franco 
is greater than our own. 


Military practicality is the justification for 
our present relations with Franco, as with Tito 
in Yugoslavia, The judgment of American mil- 
itary leaders is that Spain offers an unusually 
secure position for air bases with which to 
defend, not Spain, but the whole Atlantic com- 
munity. 

Generalissimo Franco knows this. Madrid dis- 
patches have made it plain that he was trying 
to drive a hard bargain while our negotiators 
were trying to establish a reasonable one. 

The price most often mentioned for use of 
Franco's bases is $225,000,000. Of this, $125,- 
000,000 was earmarked for Spain by an over- 
eager Congress but withheld, and the $100,- 
000,000 would be a bounty for -concluding 
the deal. 

Franco has left no doubt that he wants this 
money to shore up his dictatorship both eco- 
nomically and militarily. In return, Madrid re- 
ports have said, he has insisted on strict lim- 
itations and conditions on our use of Spanish 
bases in peace or war. 

So the price is not cheap for a promise from 
Franco. The United States cannot lose sight of 
the plainly military basis of the deal, nor ex- 
tend fond friendship along with the cash.

The Kind of Man to Consider 


In discussing the now vacant chief justice- 
ship, we cited yesterday the failure of other 
Presidents to advance the truly distinguished 
Judge Learned Hand of New York as a warning 
to President Eisenhower who now is responsible 
for selecting a successor to Chief Justice Vin- 
son. We expressed the hope that the White 
House would canvass the bench of the country 
before making up its mind. 

The usual thing is to say that the Republicans 
were out of power so long that there now are | 
few able Republicans among the federal judges. 
It is true the number is not large. However, 
the G.O.P. judges do include some able men, 
among them Chief Judge John J. Parker of 
the Court of Appeals for North and South Caro- 
lina, Maryland, Virginia and West Virginia, who 
has been an appellate judge for 28 years. Mani- 
festly the federal judges should be canvassed. 
So also should the state courts be reviewed, for 
in 1932 Herbert Hoover used the best of judg- 
ment in advancing to the Supreme Court the 
then Chief Judge Cardozo of the highest state 
court in New York. 

Any review of Republican judges on highest 
state courts will surely include Chief Justice 
Arthur T. Vanderbilt of New Jersey whose 
career recalls that of Chief Justice Stone. Judge 
Vanderbilt was born 65 years ago in Newark, 
near which he still lives. He attended law school 
at Columbia University and was admitted to 
the New Jersey bar just 40 years ago. The 
next year he became a member of the law 
faculty at New York University of which he 
rose to be dean in 1943. All the while he 
practiced law and for 26 years was counsel for 
Essex county, New Jersey.

At the same time Judge Vanderbilt has per- ° 


formed many notable and judicial services. He 
has been a leader in the National Conference of 
Judicial Councils for 20 years. He was chair- 
man of the Supreme Court’s committee to draft 
Rules of Criminal Procedure for Federal Courts. 
He was chairman of the Attorney General's 
committee to co-operate in the creation of the 
Administrative Office for Federal Courts. He 
was chairman of the Advisory Committee of the 
War Department on Military Justice. He played 
a leading part in the modernization of the New 
Jersey State Constitution. And he has been a 
beneficial influence in the American Bar As- 
sociation of which he was president, 1937-38. 

From this record it is obvious that few avail- 
able Republicans have had the experience and 
training at the bar and on the bench, along with 
associated important legal assignments of Arthur 
T. Vanderbilt. He belongs on any list from 
which President Eisenhower may make his 
selection. 

The fact is there is no need for haste even 
though the Supreme Court is due to convene 
Oct. 5. For Congress is not in session and an 
appointment cannot be confirmed until the Sen- 
ate- meets either next January or in special 
session before that time. The President could 
issue a recess appointment but it would be 
unwise for a Chief Justice to take his seat be 
fore confirmation. 

One Chief Justice—John Rutledge—assumed 
the office on a recess appointment and later 
was rejected by the Senate. Since that time 
Federal Judges have rarely entered on their 
duties before confirmation. The practice of this 
caution is thoroughly sound. 
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Hot News on a Cold Day 


“The scene of this momentous event,” says 
The New York Times, which carries all the mo- 
mentous news that is fit to print, “was the Polo 
Grounds. Cold-winds whipped in off Coogan’s 
Bluff and the baseball fans shivered in the 
stands.” It was, in short, a cold day in the 
1890s, when a concessionnaire named Stevens 
got some boiled wieners between slices of rolls 
and sold them. Presto, the hot dog. 

Well, St. Louis could tell a story somewhat 
more prosaic, not as momentous, maybe, but a 
good deal older than that. The scene would be 
the house that Jean Baptiste Roy built at 
615 South Second street in 1829, but the date 
would be somewhere after 1874, when a butcher 
named John. Boepple bought the place. He 
sold wienerwurst so famous and delightful that 
his customers often ate it on the spot — in 
buttered buns. Yes, the hot dog. 

With no shiver for the cold winds off Coo- 
gan’s Bluff, St. Louis could assert that Mr. 
Boepple’s concoction was fit to print and more 
fitting to eat. But the old Roy house was torn 
down six years ago and all that is left of the 
saga is that tradition of the hot dog. Let us 
cling to that, and take the Polo Grounds’ claim 
as it should be taken—without mustard. 
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A Bark, Not a Bite 


Italy's Premier Pella kicked a sleeping dog, 
but fortunately drew a bark instead of a bite. 
Yugoslavia’s Tito has replied to the recent 
Italian saber-rattling over Trieste in a speech 
remarkable for its moderation, 

True, Tito repeated his old proposal that 
Zone B of the free territory at the head of the 
Adriatic be ceded to Yugoslavia and that the 
handsome port city itself be internationalized. 

Yugoslavia already had sent a number of

notes to Italy protesting that country’s military . 


demonstrations in the area adjacent to Trieste. 
These notes threatened no reprisals. Instead 
they proposed that the problem be left to in- 
ternational settlement, a proposal in accord 
with the present United Nations jurisdiction. 
Tito also said. Yugoslav border patrols might 
have to be strengthened. 

Italy did itself little good by letting the notes 
go unamswered. Rome’s unofficial explanation, 
of course, is that army maneuvers in the area 


betoken no aggressive intentions. That is un- . 


doubtedly the truth. But selection of this area 
for any massing of troops was most unfortunate. 

Pella igs Premier by sufferance rather than by 
political power. He promised to take office 
only to prepare a national budget and to per- 
form essential routine governmental functions. 

Tito apparently has no intention of endanger- 
ing his friendly relations with the West. He 


probably is willing to leave Trieste on the. 


shelf for a while. After all, he does occupy Zone 
B under a UN mandate. This cannot make Ital- 
ians very happy. Even so, they too might leave 
the matter rest until more propitious days for

Soviet Government newspaper hails tradition of Russian circus 
but decries its present low estate; nothing funny about it, par- 
ticularly the clowns; even skits must be tried on the “provinces” 
before use in Moscow; suggests royalties as well as medals.

The circus is one of the most be- 
loved and genuinely popular forms of 
entertainment in the Soviet Union. 
More than 26,000,000 persons attended 
the circus in the Soviet Union in the 
past year alone. Adroitness, strength, 
fearlessness and grace are to be found 
in Soviet circus performers. 

The Soviet circus has trained a gen- 
eration of young masters of the ring. 
The Government 
has granted orders 
and medals to old 
and young circus 
performers and has 
awarded them the 
titles of People’s 
Artist and Honored 
Artist. 

Soviet circus per- 
formers enjoy rec- 
ognition outside 
their own country, 
too. Through the 
documentary film 
“In the Circus 
Arena” (released in 
the United States 
under the title “Greatest Circus on 
Earth.’’"—Translator), which is being 
shown with great success in many 
countries, millions of spectators in 
Europe, America and Asia have become 
acquainted with -the Soviet circus. 


Shows Without Funny Acts

The successes of the Soviet circus are 
unquestionable. But there are still many 
shortcomings in the management of cir- 
cus productions and in. the performance 
and development of the circus art. 
For years the circus has been regarded 
as “a third-rate art” and the attitude 
to it has been clearly disparaging. — 


As a result there is an~intolerable 
situation as regards. the preparation of 
new and original acts and especially as 
regards the training of performers in 
the conversational genre—clowns ani 
satirists. Yet this is, precisely what our 
circus lacks: the gay, lively bon mot, 
the pointed and timely jest, so enjoyed 
by the Soviet-audience. 

Managers of billing departments in 
the circuses include only a very few 
clown acts in their programs. There 
are only 18 clowns and satirists in ail 
Soviet circuses put together. 

There have been many justified un- 
favorable comments on the low state 
of humor in the circus. There are cir- 
cus productions now being given in 
Moscow which contain no funny acts 
except those of a contortionist.

The bad situation in regard to circus 
humor is not due merely to the fact 
that there are few good clowns. The

strength. But, after all, the nations of 
our country are famous for them. It 
was no accident that the name of Ivan 
Poddubny, the invincible Russian wres- 
tler, resounded throughout the world. 

The majority of circus directors are 
former theater and amateur arts work- 
ers who left the stage because of pro- 
fessional inadequacy. Now these di- 
rectors tour the country’s circuses, pro- 
ducing parades and prologues which 
are as alike as two peas. 

The circus of Moscow, the capital, is 
the country’s greatest and sets the 
tone for circus productions. It would 
seem that the Moscow circus should 
be directed by specialists, connoisseurs 
of the art of the circus. But even here 
the important creative posts are occu- 
pied by persons who are far removed 
from the art of the circus. 


Pay Same as 12 Years Ago 


Moreover, there is no order in the 
payment of circus actors. The existing 
rates were introduced by a May 31, 
1941, decree of the. Committee on Af- 
fairs of the Arts. Since then many 
young performers have ‘improved their 
qualifications and have become master 
actors, while others have lowered the 
quality of their work. But everyone re- 
ceives the same pay as was established 
for him 12 years ago. It is necessary 
to put in order the system of authors’ 
royalties for acts, pantomimes, etc. 

Further development of circus art 
involves extending the network of per- 
manent circuses. During the war years 


; the number of circuses in our country 
‘was ‘sharply reduced. The Nazis burned 


down or blew up approximately 30 cir- 
cus buildings in temporarily occupied 
territory. All in all there are now 18 
winter, 30 s@mmer and three year- 
around circuses in the Soviet Union, 
plus about 15 traveling circuses. A 
whole series of Union republics — the 
Karelo-Finnish, Estonian, Lithuanian, 
Kazakh and Kirgiz — have no perma- 
nent circuses at all. And one circus for 
Moscow is obviously not enough. 


‘Not a Third-Rate Art’ 


Most of the existing circus buildings 
were erected many years ago. They 
have become run-down, and the in- 
terior equipment lags behind today’s 
requirements. Complicated shows, water 
pageants and aerial acts cannot be pro- 
duced. Many summer circus auditori- 
ums do not even have seats and sub- 
stitute benches, often without backs. 

It is time the Circus Administration 
thought about improving the per- 
formers’ welfare also, particularly dur- 
ing their travels from town to town. 
In particular, it is necessary to deal 
with the problem of setting up hostels 
in Moscow and other large cities for 
the children of “wandering” circus 
folk and to create normal school con- 
ditions for them. 

The circus in our country is not a 
third-rate art but one loved by the 
people. It is to be hoped that the 
U.S.S.R. Ministry of Culture will pay 
more attention to the circus and its 


problems of the repertoire, of 
circus humor, of training personnel an 
selecting circus officials, of extending 
the network of circuses—and then the 
Soviet cifeus, which has had. great and 
indisputable success, acknowledged 
throughout the world, will be enriched 
by new achievements.

It is difficult to make a story about 
business interesting. but Nigel Balchin, 
practiced veteran of English best-sellers, 
has done so. He cannot, like Joyce 
Cary, uniquely make you live with un- 
usual characters from the inside out, 
but he completely shows you average 
characters from’ the outside in.

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INDIA WILL NOT G0 


New Delhi Woman Writer 
Denies Nation Would 
Give Up Freedom. 


An attractive Indian woman 
_journalist said here yesterday 
‘India will continue to-maintain 
{an independent foreign policy, 
but Americans need not worry 
about the new nation going over 
to the Communists. 

“In India,” Miss Raj “Chawla 
of New Delhi declared, “free- 
dom is a living memory Only six 
years old. Most of us partici- 
pated in the struggle to win that 
freedom from Great Britain, and 
we are certainly not going to 
lose it.” 


* Miss Chawla, who came to the 
United States last March at the 
State Department’s invitation, 
said many Americans had asked 
her when India would turn Com- 
munist. They seemed convinced 
such an outcome was inevitable. 
More Significant Query. 

Eyes flashing, she said few 
Westerners had thought to make 
what she believed to be a far 
more significant and logical 
query: Why hasn’t India gone 
Communist already, considering 
the nation’s background of pov- 
erty and economic exploitation? 

The answer to the latter ques- 
tion may be found in Pandit 
Nehru’s strong leadership, in the 
Indian people’s natural dislike 
for Communism, and in valiant 
efforts of the Indian government 
to raise economic standards of 
life, Miss Chawla declared. 

“People here do not realize,” 
the 3l-year-old writer said, “that 
when we became a free country 
we inherited a legacy of 100,000 
Communists. In six years, we 
have knocked the number down 
to 30,000. I don’t think there is 
any other country in which they 
have suffered such serious re- 
verses.” 

Visiting the United States to 
study the American press, Miss 
Chawla, who writes articles on 
economics and politics for eight 
English-language newspapers in 
India, worked three months on 
the Baltimore Sun before be- 
ginning her tour. She will re- 
turn to New Delhi in November. 

Denies India Is Backward.

Sacrificed a Finger. 


HEN authorities decgrate 

the combatants for serv- 

ice beyond the call of 
duty, Furillo should receive an 
oak-leaf cluster with his pur- 
ple heart, because (a) he sacri- 
ficed a finger to the cause and 
(b) he was the aggressor. If it 
turns out that his busted 
pinky handicaps the Dodgers 
in the world series, he will not 
get high marks for intelligence 
and foresight but the Dodgers 
don’t scale his pay according 
to his IQ. 

Anyhow, Carl could hardly 
have foreseen physical injury 
as a result of his boyish im- 
petuosity. He has witnessed 
enough fights in ball parks to 
know that bloodshed almost 
never results. His bout with 
Durocher was typical, all blows 
being scored as misses. It was 
one of the several dozen ref- 
erees who did the damage by 
stepping on Furillo’s finger. 

It goes without saying that 
much will be said and written 
deploring “bean balls,” “dirty 
tactics” and “muckerism on 
the field of sport.” They 
should be deplored, of eourse. 
Consider it done. 

Warren Giles, president of 
the National League, has man- 
aged to keep cool. He charac- 
terized the match, with rea- 
sonable accuracy, as “a typical 
ball players tussle” demanding 
No punitive action on his part. 

“Competition between Brook- 
lyn and New York is very keen 
and tempers sometimes get 
hot,” Warren observed in a 
tone that might be construed 
as complacent.

HAT’S the tippff on this

It’s a Dangerous Tactic. 
HERE is nothing even 
faintly comical about in- 
tentional “bean balls.” A 

baseball thrown by a strong 
young man can be a lethal 
instrument, and has been so 
proved. Dusting off hitters is 
a dangerous tactic, and also 
one deeply rooted in pitching 
strategy. 

Between Brooklyn and New 
York, things have reached a 
pass where every pitch that 
comes close to a batsman is. 
deemed—by the players and 
fans and everybody else—to 
be a duster ordered by the 
manager and maliciously aimed 
by the pitcher. Outside pitches 
are accepted as evidence of 
imperfect control, inside 
pitches as examples of su- 
perior marksmanship. 

Regarding the pitch by 
Ruben Gomez which touched 
off Furillo this time, Giles 
said, “I assume there was 
nothing intentional.” It is a 
reasonable assumption, since 
a ball that strikes a batter's 
wrist can’t be described accu- 
rately as a bean ball.

fowls. Darwin (‘Animals and 
Plants under Domesticatioin, 
1875) considered the species 
Numida Meleagris as the source 
of our present domestic guinea 
fowl. Their plumage is dark 
purplish-gray, thickly sprinkled 
with round white spots, to which 
the bird is said to owe its spe- 
cific name, given it by the Ro- 
mans in fanciful allusion to the 
tears shed by the sisters of 
Meleager when he died. The 
Greeks and the Romans domesti- 
cated the guinea fowls but they 
disappeared with the decay of 
Roman civilization and were re- 
introduced into Europe, ap- 
parently by the Portugese ex- 
plorers of Africa, in the six- 
teenth century. To them we 
owe the substitution of the 
name, “guinea fowl,” for the 
ancient “Meleagris.” 


In all these years these birds 
have never lost the power of 
flight and they are still wary, 
and only semi - domesticated. 
They hide out their nests and 
roost in the topmost branches of 
tall trees at nightfall.

POPE URGES YOUTH 
T0 FIGHT FOR CHRIS} 


‘Fight Against a World 
That Is So Inhuman.’ 


VATICAN CITY, Sept. 9 (AP) 
—Pope Pius XII urged Catho- 
lic youth throughout the world 
today to fight for Christ and the 
Church in a .“world that is so 
inhuman because it is so anti- 
Christian.” 

The Pope spoke to Diocesan 
Assistants of Youths of Catholic 
Action in Italy. But his words, 
given in a special audience yes- 
terday and released today by 
the Vatican press office, were 
meant for “all Catholic forces” 
and especially for youth. 

The Pontiff warned youth 
against the dangers of the mod- 
ern world, which, he said, “deaf- 
ens youths with its clamor and 
tires them with its constant rest- 
lessness.” 

“In these times of confusion,” 
the Pontiff said, “the Church 


has called and continues to call 
all men of good will to consider 
themselves mobilized for the 
fight against a world that is so 
inhuman because it is so anti- 
Christian. 

“We ourselves constantly re- 
peat that, with certain old struc- 
tures now collapsed, it is nec- 
essary to undertake the work 
of building a world which un- 
der many aspects would be dif- 
ferent and better,” he said. 

The Pope urged Catholic youth 
especially to devote itself to this 
task as an “army of the altar 

.. peaceful, but daring, ready 
for defense, conquest and posi- 
tive construction.’ 

The Pontiff continued his pro- 
gram of special and general 
audiences at his Caste] Gandolfo 
summer home today despite a 
slight nerve inflammation in his 
right arm. It has compelled him, 
temporarily, to place his Papal 
ring on his left hand for offer- 
ing to the many persons he re- 
ceives in audience. 

This is the first slight indis- 
position that the 77-year-old 
Pontiff has suffered since his 
grave illness last winter.

Requests beforé the board in- 
clude about $1,000,000 for for- 
eign missions, the same amount 
for home missions, $1,250,000 
for support of retired pastors 
and teachers and the widows and 
orphans of church workers, and 
$2,500,000 for higher education.

DEMOCRAT TALK 


Southern Opposition to 
Pledge Expected to 
Enliven Meeting in 
Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 9 (AP)—The 
Democratic party's so-called 
“loyalty” pledge appears a 
Hkely lively topic of debate at 


next week's meeting of national 
party leaders. 

Southern opposition to the 
“loyalty” oath was underlined 
yesterday when Gov. Hugh 
White of Mississippi said he 
would ask the party’s executive 
committee to hear his argument 
for scuttling it. 

Some other southern party 
leaders were expected to join 
White in denouncing the “loy- 
alty” oath which northerners 
sought to apply at last year’s na- 
tional convention. : 

The party leaders will be in 
Chicago for meetings on Mon- 
day and Tuesday. The discus- 
sion on the “loyalty” pledge is 
expected to feature a public ses- 
sion Tuesday afternoon. 

Mayor Joseph Clark of Phila- 
delphia is to preside at the ses- 
sion, called a “forum on state, 
county and city political organi- 
vations.” 

White said in Jackson, Miss., 
last night that unofficially he 
had heard from Chicago that the 
“loyalty” oath issue might be 
side-stepped in the interest of 
party harmony with congres- 
sional elections only a year 


away. 

The Mississippi Governor said 
his views on the “loyalty” pledge 
actually would promote harmony. 
argument is that Southern 
ocrats will not be willing to 
wholehearted support to the 
until the “loyalty” pledge 
‘removed from convention 
s. It would have bound 
gates to support the 1952 
national convention nominees 
f President and Vice Presi- 
dent, but it was toned down 
after bitter opposition from Gov. 
James Byrnes of South Carolina 
and other delegates. 

“I want harmony in the party,” 
White said last night, “and the 
quickest way to attain it is to 
do away with the so-called loy- 
alty pledge.” 

Two other sessions in the two- 
way meeting will be open to the 
public. They are the women’s 
workshop Monday afternoon and 
the panel session on agricultural 
policy Tuesday morning.

Group to Circulate Petitions 
Next Week—210 Signers 
Needed.

EFFINGHAM, IlL.—The Ef- 
fingham county Lake council 
will circulate petitions next 
week for an election on the for- 
mation of a county-wide Little 
Wabash river conservancy dis- 
trict. Approximately 210 signa- 
tures, 10 per cent of the voters, 
will be required. The petitions 
will be presented to the county 
judge, who will call a public 
hearing. 

It is expected that the next 
meeting of the Lake council 
will be here Monday, since that 
would give time for the draw- 
ing up of the petitions. The cir- 
culation of the petitions will be- 
gin immediately after the next 
meeting, and it is thought that 
in a short time enough signa- 
tures will be obtained. 

In order to make-the Lake 
council representative of Effing- 
ham county, the membership has

been enlarged to include four 
new members, Ben Riess, Jim 
Stice, Ernie Ballard and Harold 
Muchow, all of Altamont. 

If the district is approved, it 
will be governed by five men 
appointed by the county judge 
before actual work could be 
done on a lake. A second elec- 
tion would have to be held to 
pick a site for the lake. Alex 
Van Praag Jr., Decatur engineer 
has explained that a site must 
be selected, before much can be 
done about the method of ac- 
quisition of the land. 

Van Praag explained that, 
after the site is decided upon,

CHRISTMAS TREES | 
OFFER PROFIT ON 


ERODED ACREAGE 


WASHINGTON (INS). — A 
University of Missouri forestry 
expert suggests a way for farm- 
ers to turn eroded slopes and 
abandoned fields into profit- 
yielding acreage—plant Christ- 
mas trees on them. 

R. Brooks Polk, of the forestry 
department, reports that a farm- 
er can expect a harvest of trees 
five to seven years after initial 
planting, and that a good income 
may be derived. 

Polk explains that Seotch pine 
is especially adapted to a well- 
drained soil and full sunlight. 


He adds that this species pro- 
duces straight and symmetrical 


trees of good needle color. They 
are now available to planters. 


It is suggested that two-year- 
old Scotch pine seedlings be 
planted. 


Polk warns that all woody 
growth should be removed from 
the planting site, but adds that 
a moderate cover of herbaceous 
plants is beneficial during the 
period of establishment. 

He says a grass sod or rank 
weeds will lead to poor seedling 
survival. Early spring is re- 
garded as the best time for 
planting trees. 

It is estimated that approxi- 
mately 2700 trees can be planted 
per acre if four-by-four spacing 
is used. 

Polk also warns that tree 
plantations should be given com- 
plete protection from fire and 
livestock.

Broadcast to French 
Viewed as Indirect

HONG KONG, Sept. 9 (AP)— 
The Communist radio at Kun- 
ming in South China yesterday 
suggested that the. French in 
Indochina negotiate a settlement 
of their “international quarrel” 
with Communist-led Vietminh 
rebels. 


Observers here said the broad- 
cast appeared to be an indirect 
warning to Vietminh leader Ho 
Chi Minh to start clearing the 
way for a negotiated settlement 
of the eight-year-old war in In- 
dochina. 


The Kunming broadcast heard 
here said Red armies have “‘lib- 
erated” 90 per cent of Indochina 
and destroyed 280,000 enemy 
troops. 

“There is only one way for 
the French to save this defeat 
and that is to use a peace agree- 
ment to settle this international 
quarrel,” the broadcast said. 

The Kunming radio, in the 
southwestern province of Yun- 
nan, beams southeast Asia news 
to Indochina. 

The broadcast added that 
Americans were “defeated” in 
Korea and were “made to sign a 
truce.” Even with United States 
aid, it said, the French will be

At Hanoi, meanwhile, a French 
army spokesman said French 
Union troops had killed 54 more 
Vietminh soldiers and captured 
17 in the final cleanup of Tien 
Lang island. 

This brought the number of 
Vietminh killed to 307 and the 
number taken prisoner to 789 in 
the offensive which started 
Aug. 28.

String Beans, French Style. 


Trim one-half pounds string 
beans and slice diagonally. Place 
one cup water, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
sugar and prepared vegetables 
in saucepan. Cover and cook 
five minutes over medium heat. 
Remove cover, add three table- 
spoons butter or margarine and 
continue cooking uncovered un- 
til beans are tender and most 
of the liquid has evaporated. 


String Beans With Corn. 


Trim and slice one pound 
string beans diagonally. Place 
in just enough salted water to 
cover bottom of pan to depth 
of one-fourth inch. Cover and 
cook over medium heat 15.to 
20 minutes until tender. Un- 
cover and add one cup cooked 
corn and half cup cream. Sea- 
son to taste with salt and pepper 
and bring to boiling. 


Frozen fruits taste best when 
they are served just as the last 
traces of ice disappear. Fruit 
loses flavor rapidly once it is 
thawed and exposed to air. 
Leave frozen fruit in its freezer 
container while it thaws as 
light-colored frozen fruits darken 
rapidly upon exposure to air.

ULTIPLIED appeals for 
Mereier in our grief sticken 

always find a ready re- 
sponse in the hearts of gener- 
ous people. 

It is interesting to note how 
many appeals are based on hu- 
man vanity, such as “the larg- 
est donor during the week 
will receive such and such a 

rize.” These are but en- 
ed reactions of the beggar 
who knows enough to use a tin 
cup in order that the giver 
will always have the “reward” 
of hearing the “clink” at the 


bottom of the cup. The tin cup . 


is not in order that the blind 
man may hear the gift fall, 
but in order that the giver 
may know that his gift has 
fallen. 

To such promised rewards 
of praise, notoriety and pub- 
licity, the words of the Saviour 
are in striking contrast: “When 


you give alms, do not sound a in 


trumpet before thee as the 
hypocrites in the streets, to 
win the esteem of men.” 

The trumpets have now given 
way to broadcasts, but the pur- 
pose is the same: to let other 
men know of our generosities. 


* * . 


EVERYTHING EVIL in the 
world is a perversion of somie- 
thing good. Evil is either an 
excess or a defect of the good. 

The goodness associated 
with all charity and benevo- 
lence is twofold: first, that 
righteous and good actions 
ought to be rewarded; second, 
that the prospect of reward is 
a legitimate stimulus for giv- 
ing. 

Every man knows in his 
heart that there ought to be 
some blessing following his 
gift. and that this blessing 
ought to be an encouragement 
of his goodness. 

But though these aspirations 
and instincts are good, they 
become evil when the blessing 
one wants is the praise of men 
through the soundings of an- 
nouncements over the radio, 
or pictures in the paper. 


THE POINT that Our 
Blessed Lord made was that 
our over-anxiety about public 
approval disqualifies us for 
receiving His reward. 

This is an advertising age; 
and the flowers that He made 
to grow and waste their per- 
fume on the desert air are 
now in exhibition halls. It is 
hard, therefore, in the face 
of a world spirit, to avoid pub- 
licity and the receiving of our 
reward from men rather than 
from God. . 

Of those who court praise, 
Our Lord said: “They already 
have their . reward.” They 
sought human ostentation, and 
they received it; they get ex- 
actly what they hoped for, and 
thereby they lose the rewards 
which God stores up for them. 


Thus the greatness of the gift | 


is spoiled by the littleness of 
the motive. 

Actually those who seek ap- 
plause for their gifts do not 
really give at all—they buy.

THAT GENEROUS SOULS 
may not be over interested in 
trumpets and broadcasts, Our 
Divine Master followed with 
the counsel: “When thou giv- 
est alms, thou shalt not so 
much as let thy left hand know 
what thy right hand is doing, 
so secret is thy almsgiving to 
be; and then, thy Father Who 
sees what is done in secret 
will reward in secret.” 

This means that the giver 
will not dwell on the great- 
ness of his gift, nor on the 
observation of others. 

The reward contemplated 
should be nothing else than 
growth in likeness of the 
Father and the increase of our 
filial consciousness. Then our 
giving will always be in the 
spirit that we are perhaps 
more needy than those whom 
we have helped. They need 
only a roof over their heads, 
or clothes for their backs; we 
need however the crushing of 
our egotism, and the blessing 
of God in our hearts.

BEFORE THE Old Stone 
Age came to an end, the bow 
and arrow was invented, A 
pointed arrow may be described 
as a little spear. When his bow 
was strung with a strip of raw- 
hide, the hunter could send his 
arrow hundreda of feet. This 
helped him to bring home more 
food for those who lived in his 
cave. 

It seems reasonable to suppose 
that slings were employed dur- 
ing the Stone Age. These weap- 
ons could be made from wood, 
raw-hide cords and pieces of an- 
imal skin. Such material would 
waste away in time, and we 
could hardly expect to find the 
remains in caves. 

We know that slings were pop- 
ular weapons after people start- 
ed to write down the records of 
their lives. The ancient Egyp- 
were among 
those who used them. Not only 
does the Bible tell of David 
slaying Goliath with a sling; it 
also speaks about 700 ileft- 
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handed Benjaminites who were 
skillful with this weapon.
